The proposed budget ` will levy 
12,61 mills in taxes.on county pro- 
perty owners and provide sorne 
$10,206,979 for school’ ńeeds. The 
balance comes:from state and fe- 
deral sources. 

Last year, county taxpayers con- 
tributed $7,334,319 for schools un- 
der a 8.07 mill levy. 

It was pointed out $1.5 million 
of the increase in the. budget was 
due to pay raise voted teachers by 
the State Legislature and by the 
need to hire some 124 more teach- 
ers than were employed last year. 
Schoo] enrollment is expected 
increase by 3,200 students. 


There will be approximately 
1,800 teachers on the payroll next 
year.

In State Amazing 


Florida's population gain during 
the past ten years was the*resuit 
of an inflow of residents from other 
areas'at a rate three times as 
strong as the natural rate from 
the Florida 
State Chamber of Commerce said 
yesterday. 

“During the ‘decade, Florida 
gained a total of 2,179,000 new 
residents, giving the state an of- 
ficially estimated population of 
5,000,000 on July 1 of last year. 
The net gain. from migration ac- 
counted for 75 per cent: of thig 
figure (or 1,625,567 persons) and 
births made up 25 per cent (or 
553,433) of the gain. 

“The year-to-year: pattern var- 
ied considerably from the ten year 
average. During the year July 1, 
1950 to July 1, 1951, the total gain 
was 145,000 new residents divided 
73 per cent from migration ang 27 
percent from births. 

“The peak growth year (1957- 
1958) saw a total of 263,263 new 
Floridians, 81 per/cent from migra~ 
tion and 19 þer cent from births. 

“The most recent’ year for which 
official estimates are available 
covers July 1, 1959 to July 1, 1960. 
Tlie gain during that time totaled | 
210,000 new residents,*68 per cent 
from migration and 32 per cent 
from births.
